back to the same Celtic motherlands). 

Ihere are those who say that the 
unique sound of the music derives 
from the instruments used to accom- 
pany the singers; the bag pipes, the 
reed pipes and the stretched skin 
drums. (Unlike most other drums, 
these resemble large embroidery 
hoops over which the skin is stretch- 
ed.) Some music historians have car- 
ried the sound back into the Indo- 
European plains from which the Cel- 
tics first emerged The music came to 
America in waves; first by Scots-lrish 
and Welsh settlers and then by Irish 
railroad builders. In some areas the 
“British” based music fused with the 
Spanish and French music and pro- 
duced the “Cajun” or “Bayou” 
sound heard most often in Louisiana 
and in Mississippi. (Elvis Presley was 
considered a “Bayou” musician and 
was not originally accepted by the 
Nashville audiences. ) 

Around about 1891 aman named 
Sam Jones built an “‘opry house” 
where singers and musicians could 
come to perform before audiences. In 
time that “opry house’ became the 
“Grand Ole Opry House” and the 
city of Nashville grew up around it to 
become the world’s “mecca” of 
country and western music. 

Country music has gone through 
many changes. It evolved from old 
folk songs to “new” folk songs (of 
the 19th century) and even became 
part of Tin Pan Alley’s output — and 
all of this while it owes its roots to 
Europe and, perhaps. the Asian 
steppes. It has also become a rec- 
ognized American art form that all 
Americans can take pride in sharing 
and in helping to create.

Richey confirmed reports that 
Ms. Wynette’s 8-year-old daughter, 
Tamala Georgette (her daughter by 
third husband George Jones ) had 
been the subject of a kidnapping 
scare as well. 

Prior to Tammy’s abduction, 
Richey’s sister-in-law Sheila 
Richey, received a phone call from 
an unidentified woman, which said, 
‘Where is Georgette’”’ and then 
hung up. 

‘A few minutes later,” Richey 
went on, “Tammy received a call 


from the same voice which said, 
‘Someone else is going to pick up 
your kid today.’ ” 

Tamala Georgette, who is a 
student at Franklin Road Academy, 
was in school when the calls were 
made. The school received a 
similar phone call shortly after 
those received by Ms. Wynette and 


‘Mrs. Richey. ““Tammy and | at that 


point ran down to the school to get 
her.”’ Richey said. 

“They were trying to freak us 
out and they did. There’s no 
question in my mind that it was 
related to all the other things that 
have happened.” 

Friends who know the singer 
well say that she has been 
convinced for a long time that her 
life is in danger and at one point 
she actually bought a trained guard 
dog out of fear she may in fact be 
harmed. Several signs warning 
visitors of dangerous dogs can be 
found dotting the circular drive to 
her home. 


‘There have been incidents like 
her hearing people walking on the 
roof over her bedroom at. night,”’ 
said a friend. ‘‘Then there was one 
time she came home and found 
somebody had scrawled an ‘X’ on 
the front door of her home; and 
the time the outdoor burglar alarm 
signal kept setting off at night 
to wake her.” 

John Lentz, who is Ms. 
Wynette’s lawyer, confirmed these - 
occurances. Lentz said that Ms. 
Wynette had also received 
numerous annoying phone calls, 
though she had changed her 
unlisted phone number many 
times. In one case, he said, an 
intruder broke into her home and 
scrawled the words ‘‘slut’’ and 
“bitch” in lipstick on her mirrors. 

On top of all these bizarre 
happenings, Tammy Wynette 
experienced the most terrifying 
moments of her life just a few days 
after the threatening phone calls to 
kidnap her daughter. 

On Wednesday, October 4th, 
she was abducted by a masked 
man who waited for her in her 
yellow Cadillac which she had left 
unlocked in the parking lot of a 
shopping center in Nashville. The 
blond.singer said she was assaulted 
and thrown from her car some 80 
miles from Nashville. Her abductor 
fled with another unidentified man 
in a late-model blue station wagon. 
She then ran to the nearby home 
of Mrs. Junette Young where she 
was given first-aid and her 
husband notified of her

To some he’s more well-known 
than any songwriter or for that 
matter any singer in the country 
music field today. For a good part 
of his adult life he’s lived, worked 
and breathed music so much 
that he says, “Unfortunately, it has 
now become vety difficult for me 
to listen to music for pure pleasure. 
I quess that’s a terrible comment 
on my life.’ But it does show his 
complete involvement in the world 
of country music and what a 
profourd contribution he has given 
as well. 

The man, of course, is Ralph 
Emety, perhaps better known to 
country music industry bigwigs and 
fans alike as the best deejay Nash- 
ville has ever encountered. 

Our interview began over coffee 
in the dining area of a prominent 
motel located near the hub of the 
music industry.

Emery, who is a very 
amiable man of 45, suggested his 
own office, not too far from Music 
Row, to which I replied, “Let's 
go. > 

Today, Emery is host of the 
nationally-syndicated TV show, 
Pop Goes The Country; his own 
local TV show which airs at 6 A.M. 
and a syndicated radio show with 
270 markets and still growing 


- around the nation. Not bad for a 


guy who was bom in McEwen, 
Tennessee, some sixty miles west 
of Nashville. 

As a child, Emery spent most of 
his summers with his grandparents 
in the Nashville area, and later 
went to school there. His 
grandfather was a big country fan 
and Emery recalls seeing Pee Wee 
King the first time he went to the 
Grand Ole Opry in 1942. 

As it happened, Emery found he 
could not afford to go on to 
college so instead enrolled in 
broadcasting school soon finding 
himself lagging in‘ tuition payments. 
After his brief adventure with 
school he got himself a job full time 
at a radio station in nearby Paris, 
Tennessee. The year was 1951. 

Six years later, he was on the 
staff at WSM, the flagship station 
for country music. He arrived in 
time, too, to see it overwhelmed 
by Elvis and a whole musical tidal 


wave called rock and roll. And

Dottie’s done it all. She’s worked hard to get to 


where she is. From tiny tank towns to the stage of 
the Grand Ole Opry. 


The important thing to keep in mind about Dottie West is that the lady 
never gave up. Although she rarely talks about her personal struggles to 
make it in a word then (and still) largely dominated by men when she ~ 
started out, the fact remains that for nearly a decade Dottie was to know 
one disappointment after another. There were times when she was on the ~ 
brink of a breakthrough; a moment that would carry her from Nashville’s 
stages to center stage of the world. But so many times she was pulled 
back before she could cross that line. It wasn’t that Dottie didn’t 
appreciate being a Nashville star. “That was my greatest dream,”’ she 
said, ‘“‘and remains my most important achievement.”’ But Dottie felt that 
her songs should have a wider audience; that the message she carried 
from Nashville would be received outside. And she was right. She kept 
on. But she refused to compromise the purity of her music — the singular 
uniqueness of her style. She wanted to break out into new areas, but not es 
as a hybrid carrying a bit of this and a bit of that. Eventually, of course, 
her determination and talent won her the acclaim she deserves. 
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Some have even gone as far as 
to describe Ronnie Milsap as the 
Elton John of country music, with 
all the flash and outrageous antics 
on stage. ‘I like surprises,” 
Milsap explains. ‘‘To me, 
everything | do feels normal. | 
like to wear blue jeans, sure, but 
when people come to see a 
performer, they shouldn’t see the 
same guy they would meet on 
the street,’ he continues. “‘When 
Hh akeXo}eat-Mtleet-M Com toltalar-lovo let are 
really sharp tux, I'll call up my 
tailor and tell him the colors | 
want.” 

Sound incredible? ‘‘I don’t 
guess that having never seen 
something that I could honestly 
tell you that I'd know what blue 
is or what green is,”’ Milsap says. 
‘However, I have some idea of 
the amount of energies colors 
give off. Certain ones are fiery, 
others are peaceful, | like a lot of 
bright colors — oranges, reds, 
purples.”’ 

Ronnie Milsap was born with 
congenital glaucoma. At the age 
of one year he was the “‘discard”’ 
of a broken home. He went to 
live with his grandparents in rural 
North Carolina, and when he was 
6 was enrolled in the State 
School for the Blind at Raleigh — 
where he encountered running 
water and indoor plumbing for 
the very first time. And music! 

The teachers there allowed 
Milsap to form his own rock 
group along with three other 
blind boys from the school. In 
remembering those days, Milsap 
says: “It was four blind boys and 
we bumped into a lot of walls 
together!” 
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For years Nashville rejected Ronnie Milsap’s ideas about country 
music. He was considered too “R&B” oriented. In 1974, however, 
he was recognized as one of ‘‘country’s own”’ when he, along with 
Olivia Newton-John, left and Charlie Rich, right, was a Country 

Music Association Awards winner. 


Among his country hits are, 
Don't Tell Me How the Story 
Ends, Legend in My Time, 
Daydreams About Night Things, 
Stand By My Woman Man and 
most recently, he hit the charts 
with Only One Love in My Life. 
Added to all this is the fact that in 
1974, after only two years in the 
country music arena, he was 
named Male Vocalist of the Year 
by the Country Music Assoc. He 
was also awarded a Grammy as 
the Top Male Country Performer. 
And last year, of course, he was 
honored with the prestigous 
Entertainer of the Year and was 
nominated again this year. 

Milsap’s success as a country 
singer came suddenly, but 
certainly not easily. “‘It’s like

Now that country music has 
taken the right turn on the road 
and is a mainstay in the world of 
music, it’s only natural that TV, 
movies, — the electronic and film 
media — jump on the bandwagon 
of success as well. 

This season alone, TV producers 
brought us the very prestigious 
CMA Awards live from The Grand 
Ole Opry, Dolly Parton and Carol 
Burnett together for the first time 
in a one-hour special, and the first 
lady of TV, Lucille Ball, starring in 
an hour-long comedy with 
numerous stars of country music 
taped at Opryland. 

And then there’s Hollywood. 
Dozens of country-oriented movies 
are in production and within the 
next few years country music fans 
will be seeing a lot more of their 
favorites on the silver screen as 
more and more of the singers 
show an avid interest in developing 
their acting careers. 

First and foremost on the list of 
country movies is Coal Miner’s 
Daughter, based on the life of 
Loretta Lynn. Production on this 
screen version will take place in 
Nashville and Kentucky and will 
star Sissy Spacek as Loretta and 
Harrison Ford as her husband 
Mooney. 

Willie Nelson has several movie 
projects in the works, including his 
life story — a Universal film based 
on his top-selling album, Red- 
Headed Stranger, and a part in the

movie entitled, The Songuriter 
(which also stars good friends 
Waylon Jennings and Mary Kay 
Place).

He’s also involved in the 
planned film of the best-seller 
Limo — a social satire created 
from life around Texas — and will 
most likely emerge as the star of a 
musical-documentary filmed this 
coming summer at the first annual 
Texas World Music Festival.

he not been ‘‘bumped”’ off the plane that carried Buddy, The Big Bopper, and 
-_ other great talents’'to their deaths in 1959. The awesomeness of what might 
have happened to him never left Jennings. It’s still there — in his music — and, 
‘often, in his attitudes towards life. Although he has become one of the most 
successful country and western artists of our time, he is a man who remains 
very much a low-profile figure in a glittering, spotlight drenched world. 
Sometimes he comes out of those shadows; sometimes he joins another ‘‘non- 
conformist’ artist, Willie Nelson, for a concert or on an LP — such as “The 
Outlaws’’ — (RCA) which also featured his wife, Jessi Colter. And when the 
two of them, Waylon and Willie, spin their magic, no one remains unaffected 
by the experience. Most recently RCA released an album called ‘“‘Waylon and 
Willie.” Jennings’ dark voice and Nelson’s unmistakable vocalizations caught 
the imagination of record buyers as few other discs ever had. But, once again, 
both men showed the non-conventional sides of their natures when they 
refused to follow up the release of the LP with a long series of personal 
appearances, something other artists would have given anything to do. Waylon 
felt he wanted to step back into his private world to think through the next step 
in his life. Willie, who, as a very active “‘partner’’ in the LP and the success it 
generated, may well have lost momentum through Waylon’s decision not to 
enlarge their touring itinerary, respected his friend’s decision. “‘We all have our 
own space,” he said. “I would never invade his. He would never invade 
mine.’’ Several months ago Willie Nelson went to the White House to entertain 
at a concert for President and Mrs. Carter and their quests. During an 
intermission Jimmy Carter told Willie of his plans to bring the leaders of Israel 
‘and Egypt together with the aim of setting up a peace conference. Willie, who 
had done his share of singing protest songs during the Viet Nam war dedicated 
his songs to that sacred goal; peace in the mideast. After the concert, Willie 
received a standing ovation which he accepted with genuine good humor. 
However he was later heard telling a friend — “‘It was a great experience but I 
wish Waylon were here to share it with me.’’ Maybe next time, Willie.

Look, if I'd listened 
to a man I'd still be washing diapers. If not for my kid 
brothers and sisters, then for my own kids. I’m not 
saying there isn't a place for that. But after years of 
doing it, | wanted something else.” 

Dolly Parton has the gift of music. She has the gift to 
charm her audiences. There's a big new career ahead 
of her if she wants it, movies. And chances are by the 
time this magazine is one year old, Darlin’ Dolly will be 
starring in her first major movie. Want to bet on it? 
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Dolly often said that if she 
had her life to live all over 
again — ‘‘I would have taken 
more music lessons. Sure, 
I know there’s nothing that 
can beat natural talent. But 
talent is a lot like a diamond. 
If you polish it it really be- 
comes something of value.”’ 
Dolly has studied voice — not 
to change the quality of her ; 
gift but to learn how to best J 
preserve it against abuse.

There were some who were 
aghast when Olivia Newton-John 
was voted top woman singer by 
the Country Music Association a 
few years back. Not only wasn’t 
the lady a bona fide born and bred 
corn fed beauty from America’s 
country and/or western scene but 
she wasn’t even a bona fide born and 
bred American! However, while a 
few grumps harumphed about it, 
every other knowledgable country 
music fan applauded the choice. 
Olivia’s way with a country song 
belies her Welsh and Australian 
background. No stiff upper lip 
shaped any of those plaintively 
sung notes. But, hold on! Isn’t that 
just the point? After all, country 
music traces its origins to the 
Scots-Irish-Welsh settlers who 
brought their fiddles and reels to 
America and put their own words 
about woe and lost love to the 
same strains their ancestors sang 
way back before Elizabeth Tudor 
was born. So, welcome home _ 
Olivia. And stay around a long 
time, you hear?

And still getting back a lot more than he ever 


“The more change there is, the 
healthier the whole picture is. We 
can’t just lay back on our 
accomplishments and 
achievements...’ This was 
Johnny Cash speaking slowly and 
seriously in describing the fast 
changes occurring in the country 
music industry. 

Johnny Cash. The very name 
that is probably the biggest 
phenomenon to’ happen in country 
music since its very inception some 
fifty years ago. Known to his fans 
as the man in black (more often 
than not he is garbed in a familiar 
black suit), he has filled arenas 
here and around the world 
displaying truth and honesty and a 
perceptive awareness of the human 
condition, good and bad. 

Cash has certainly traveled many 
hard roads to attain the latitude of 
success he so richly deserves. 

Born the son of an Arkansas 
farmer, Cash and his family 
suffered greatly during the 
Depression years, as did most 
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Americans during that time. By the 
time Cash completed high school, 
America was involved in the 
Korean War. He enlisted in the Air 
Force and was assigned to 
Germany. Country music has 
always been an important part of 
Cash’s boyhood, so while in 
Germany he bought his very first 
guitar. During those lonely hours 
he practiced his guitar and wrote 
many songs. And it was at this 
time he wrote the classic Folsom 
Prison Blues, after seeing the film 
Inside The Walls of Folsom Prison. 
“There wasn’t much romance to 
the writing of Folsom Prison Blues. 
I saw the movie, liked it, and wrote 
the song,’’ Cash explained. 

When Cash returned to the 
States, he got married. He enrolled 
in a radio school — hoping to one 
day be a country music disc jockey 
— but soon found out he preferred 
performing much better. He had 
always wanted to sing and believed 
that his future lay in music. So, 
after many fruitless overtures to 


dared believe he was worth. 


the Sun Recording Company (then 
Memphis’ only record company), 
he got Sam Phillips of that record 
label who agreed to 

record him. After Cry, Cry, Cry 
and Hey, Porter, Johnny Cash was 
certainly on his way. The year was 
1955. 

Like many other country music 
legends, Johnny Cash did not 
embrace success all that well. Cash 
was — and still is — quite shy. 
Although his records were hitting 
the charts, he was becoming more 
dependent on pills to bolster his 
confidence and to keep him going 
double time. Within a very short 
time, he was caught up in an 
endless circle of amphetamines 
and barbituates. He was spending 
more time on the road than at 
home, and his marriage was 
destined to fail before too long. 

Then along came June Carter. 
In the mid-60’s he was one of 
country music’s superstars, 
however, the country music

Still A School Marm.. . 


Even though Donna is going through 
a siege few people will ever, fortunately, 
have to endure, she takes time to teach 
us a lesson in courage. 


“IT wasn’t ready for success,” 
Donna Fargo readily admitted, ‘‘and 
fate saw to it that I didn’t get success 
right away. For that I am actually 
glad.” 

In reality, Donna Fargo did not 
realistically set her hopes on a singing 
career. After high school, she entered 
college, was graduated and moved 
to Southern California where she 
began a relatively sedate life asa 
high school English teacher. Then, 
however, she met Stan Silver, who 
taught her now to play guitar, guided 
her music and eventually became 
her producer, and husband. 

Donna was still teaching high 
school while performing her country 
songs in Califomia clubs when she 
finally made the decision to give it 
her all. Recognition came in 772 
when Dot released The Happiest Girl, 
which turned into a Gold record. The 
same was true for Funny Face, and 
Superman and You Were Always 
There. 

Donna is the dedicated singer but 
at times she has thought about quit- 
ting to raise a family. ‘‘Sometimes we 


want a family,’”’ she has said, “‘and 
sometimes we don’t. I wonder how it 
will turn out.” Certainly, her career 
has placed certain restrictions about 
being a celebrity, she has said.”’ Peo- 
ple have to tell me I’m a celebrity. At 
first, | was amazed when I saw people 
and they stopped on the’ street or 
asked me for my autograph.” 

Continuing on the subject of ce- 
lebrity, she revealed. ‘‘what bothers 
me most about this life is that it’s hard 
to wind down. You don’t eat well on 
the road. It’s trash eating. We grab 
hot dogs and sandwiches at awful 
places. The peas and carrots we 
order in restaurants are almost always 
canned and tasteless.”’ 

It certainly doesn’t sound as though 
success necessarily breeds happiness. 
“I wrote The Happiest Girl;’she ex- 
plained, “because I wanted to make 
a statement about happiness. The 
idea kind of sat up there for two 
months waiting to explode. Then, 
one Saturday night in front of the 
fireplace, | didn’t have any specific 
intention of any particular words, but 
they just came out of me - ‘good 


morning’, morning’ - good morning’ 
sunshine.’ And the second verse just 
happened. Maybe it’s because I’m 
Scorpio. Things just happen to me. 
Things happen to Scorpios...” 


And they do. What happened to 
Donna was more than success in her 
profession and in her personal life. 
What happened to Donna was all of 
this plus a nightmare from which she 
cannot awaken but which she refuses 
to allow to dominate her life. Donna 
discovered, early this year (1978) 
that she has a muscle condition that 
can, if the disease goes that way, re- 
sult in disability. However, what 
Donna chose to do when she learned 
of the diagnosis was — ‘“‘to ignore 
what could happen and, instead, live 
my life as normally and as positively 
as I would have if I didn’t know 
about this situation.”’ 


To that extent she has certainly, 
once more, proved herself a success. 
And she has taught us all a valuable 
lesson about courage — and about 
life.

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Country star Jerry Lee Lewis’ 
life story reads like a sensational 
novel. A 50’s rock ’n’roller whose 
songs stirred the heads of parents 
everywhere (but delighted millions 
of American youths), he was 
considered by many to be the 
“‘bad boy”’ of rock ’n’ roll. 
Controversy of some sort however, 
seemed to be attached to all 
rockers in those days. 

But to complicate matters 
further, the lifestyle led by The 
Killer (as he has been called) 
caused further alienation at that 
time among many people. In 
1958, he married his 13-year-old 
cousin, making her his third wife. 
This caused a great scandal and 
over a hundred thousand dollars 
worth of concert bookings, both 
here and in England, were 
cancelled. Furthermore, his music 
was boycotted by radio stations 
everywhere. The end of Jerry Lee 
Lewis’ musical career? 

For several years it did appear 
that Lewis was a casualty in the 
music world. But the year 1968 
witnessed the reincarnation of one 
of rock ’n’roll’s great superstars 
with the reemergence of Jerry Lee 
Lewis, now a country and western 
singer. In that year, he did his first 
full-blown country music recording 
session. Although he earlier 
recorded country tunes, they were 
mostly flip sides of singles. Now it 
was strictly country time for The 
Killer. 

Like many country ballads, 
Jerry’s are filled with tragedy.

Tragedies that reflect perhaps, the 
misfortunes that have occurred in 
his very own life. For instance, the 


Jerry's found himself through faith. But that 
doesn’t mean he can’t fight the Devil on his 


son born to he and his third wife 
drowned in the family pool in 
1962. His fourth wife filed for legal 
separation in 1974. In 1976 he 
was arrested twice: first, for 
disorderly conduct outside of Elvis 
Presley’s Graceland mansion; and 
second, for shooting his bass 
player in the chest with a .357 
magnum. 

But today, people don’t 
discriminate against performers if 
their personal life might be 
somewhat erratic. Music is what 
counts, and that’s why Jerry Lee 
Lewis is tops in country music. 

In Nashville, his colleagues have 
only the highest respect for him. 
He is always promptly on time for 
recording sessions. He records 
efficiently and expertly in the 
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own terms anymore. 


recording studio. In short, he’s a 
solid pro. An author recently 
referred to Jerry Lee Lewis as 
“maybe, the greatest country 
singer alive.” ; 

Listening to Jerry Lee’s 
recordings, you will find an 
assortment of country songs that 
range from rockabilly and pure 
ballads to wild boogie and redneck 
country blues. He is more 
diversified than ever in his style. 

In 1977 he released two 
albums—his biggest sellers in years 
— that reached the top of the 
country and western record charts. 
He made a number of television 
appearances, had a role in the 
50’s-set rock ’n’roll movie, 


American Hot Wax, which was said 
by many to be the high point of 
the film, and toured for eleven 
months of the year. 

Today, his concerts are 
sensational. His singing can bring 
tears to the eyes, while his stage 
antics, though somewhat tamer 
than they were in years previous, 
are still an attraction in itself. 

A country music concert is at its 
best with Jerry Lee Lewis on stage. 
He’s wild, witty, beautiful, funny 
and outrageous. After all these 
years, he’s still raisin’ hell. 

And hopefully, in the years to 
come, he will still be.

land). 

After college and one year of 
teaching, Anne’s professional 
recording career began with a 
small Canadian record label. Her 
first album caught the attention of 
Capitol Records of Canada and 
she was signed. When the first 
release on Capitol in the United 
States, Snowbird, sold over a 
million copies, Murray became the 
first female Canadian recording 
artist to earn a Gold Record in the 
U.S. Since then she has won 
countless other awards, including 
Grammy Awards in the U.S. and 
its counterpart, the Juno Awards in 
Canada. 

“I enjoy all types of music,”’ this 
pretty balladeer says. “‘When I sing 
before a crowd I want to offer 
something for everyone whether 
they like jazz, gospel, country or 
pop music. I’m not limited to one 
musical format.” 

If being labeled “country” 
bothers Anne Murray, perhaps she 
just ought to realize that her status 
as a country star in the United 
States more accurately reflects the 
fact that she is a celebrated artist in 
this entire country, or two entire 
countries, and _ not just the 
country music market. 

You see, Anne, we folks from 
Honolulu to Bangor, from Ohio to 
Ontario just love you!

men who helped keep the music

“They survived everything,”

country music would have died. 
But the Grand Ole Opry kept 
going and we had the all-night 
radio show. Then there were some 
big stars who came along. 

“‘T always thought that the 
rebirth of country happened in the 
mid-'60s, when Buck Owens was 
so hot. Sixty-six was the key year 
and Haggard cranked up and 
Tammy Wynette and Charley 
Pride came along then.”’

industry was anticipating his 
demise. They knew about his 
psychosomatic laryngitis, they 
knew about his “no-shows”’ but 
they didn’t know about June 
Carter and what a tremendous 
influence she would have on 


‘Johnny Cash. In’68, June enlisted 


the help of Dr. Nat Winston, the 
former head of the Tennessee 
Department for Mental Health, 
who helped Cash undergo a long 
withdrawal from drugs. Cash knew 
that he must get himself together 
and cooperated with successful 
and permanent results. 

At this time, Johnny Cash came 
back to the Christian faith of his 
boyhood with a renewed 
dedication and a few years of 
added wisdom gleaned from the 
hard times he experienced: He 
visited Israel. And with the added 
strength he’s found in himself and 
his marriage to June Carter, he’s 
made a profound mark on the 
country music world as singer, 
songwriter and all-around 
entertainer. 

“As far as the new directions in 
the business most notably ‘‘The 
Outlaws,”’ I think that’s just 
another way of saying “‘new 
Directions.” Willie, Waylon, 
Tompall all of them are saying 
things, but they’re saying them 
differently, and as an artist I really 
appreciate that,” Cash said. 
“*Y’know, myself, back in ’56, I 
had a hard time breaking into the 
country music community in | 
Nashville. I came up to the Grand 
Ole Opry to talk to Jim Denny, 
who was the manager of the Opry. 
I Walk The Line was #2. I had an 
appointment — finally, my 
manager had gotten me an 
appointment, but I sat in his outer 
office about: two hours before he 
ever saw me. Finally he let me 
come in, and the very first 
question was, ‘What makes you 
think you belong on the Grand Ole 
Opry?’ See, I was one of those 
Memphis rockabillies — had 
sideburns — from that Memphis 
school of Presley and Perkins and 
Lewis and Orbison and Cash. It 
was a wonder they even let us in 
the city limits, the way they looked 
down at us at the time.” 

He sat and looked at me for five 
minutes before he said, ‘When do. 
you think you can come up here?’ 


Fads and fancies may change in the 
music business, and in fact do at reg- 
ular intervals, but genuine talent and 
musical excellence are qualities which 
always stand the test of time. 

This describes Don Williams, 
winner of this year’s coveted CMA 
Male Vocalist of the Year. Williams 
is the type of person who even if he 
had not garnered the prestigious 
award, (which he never expected) 
would still be happy in knowing that 
he takes tremendous satisfaction in 
writing songs and singing them, as 
well. 

An intensely private person with 
strong feelings about the impor- 
tance of family life and his absolute 
right to live his family life out of the 
public eye, the 39-year-old Williams 
stands apart not only for his unwill- 
ingness to shuffle through the cere- 
monial dances of the music busi- 
ness, but also because of his impres- 
sive success despite refusing to do 
so! 

And in the business where much 
socializing and the clinking of cock- 
tail glasses are considered essential 
to success, Williams can often be 
found at home. “I’ve never been 
the kind of person who after hours 
meets so-and-so over at such-and- 
such to sit around and jaw or who 
goes somewhere just because some- 
body might drop in. That doesn’t do 
a lot for me.”’ 

Williams’ unorthodox fashion 
even goes as far as driving a pickup 
truck down Music Row and buys his 
wife’s car according to its fuel econ- 
omy rating. His dress rarely varies 
from jeans, farm shirt, a steadily 
aging Confederate officer’s hat and 
a simple denim jacket. He could 
literally walk off the fields of his 85- 
acre farm outside Nashville, jump in 
his truck, drive to the concert and 
jump on stage and no one would be 
any wiser. 

Aside from the basic facts, 
Williams will talk very little about his 
family life. When he doesn’t have an 
appointment on Music Row, he 
spends free hours on the farm with 
wife, Joy, and their two sons, Gary, 
15 and Timmy, 11. “I’m not a big 
fanfare person, even with my 
work,”’ he says, “and I want even 
less than that when it comes to my 
family. | don’t like the idea my 
family is being held up for a show 
and for my home to be some kind of 
showcase, because if it’s a show- 
case how can I live there and do? 

“IT guess you might say that I

shield them,”’ he admits, ‘but I keep 
my family for what it is. I’m the 
father of my two boys, I’m my wife’s 
husband and they don’t have to be 
down at the factory with me for 
everybody to criticize or praise. 
World and family are two different 
things altogether.” 

Before breaking into country 
music, he was the founder of a pop 
trio, The Pozo Seco Singers, com- 
posed ‘of himself, another male 
singer and a female singer. They ex- 
perienced some moderate success 
with hits like Time and I Can Make It 
With You. The group, however, had 
little control over where and in what 
kind of places they played. Today he 
flatly states, ‘‘I’d prefer not to play 
any kind of tavern; I don’t care if it 
seats four million people” and as for 
the Pozo Seco days he confesses, 
“Very honestly, I was just very 
defensive because that little gal (in 
the group) was like a sister to me. If 
anybody got drunk and started this 
Hey, Babe _ business, well, I’m the 
one...well, either we just walked

off the stage or we had a knock- 
down-drag-out because that dvesn’t 
make it in my book.” 

Williams’ devotion to his family is 
even more striking in light of these 
inner compulsions which almost 
coerce him into making music. 
When they first married, his wife 
had the common conception that 
being in music automatically meant 
turning “into a rip-roaring drunk 
and running around with all the 
pretty babes and all that.” Al- 
though Joy is now his “greatest 
encouragement,” there were times 
in years past when the empathy was 
slight, the paychecks thin and it 
looked like a choice might have to 
be made. Don, who feels “respon- 
sible for everything I do,” says the 
choice absolutely would have been 
family. “I would never desert my 
family, | would never do anything 
consciously to my family that would 
bring any kind of reproach or hard- 
ship or make demands on them fin- 
ancially, just so Ican do what I want

“But that first night, I got the 
feeling backstage at the Opry that 
‘there were a few of them who 
weren't too happy to have me 
there. A few of them were maybe 
afraid of the competition 
(something I’ve really come to 
appreciate is competition), but 
there were some of them like June 
Carter who really made me feel 
welcome. She’d worked shows 
with Elvis, you know, knew the 
Memphis scene. Then there was 
_Minnie Pearl, and Roy Acuff, Hank 
Snow... .y’see, guys like Acuff and 
Snow are smart enough to know 
that people’s tastes change. How 
many decades had they been. 
singing even back in 56? Acuff’s 
smart enough to know that new © 
people are gonna come along and 
be accepted, but that doesn’t 
necessarily mean the old ones 
have to go cut their throats. Hank 
Snow had befriended Elvis. There 
were a few small minds who 
wouldn’t talk to us as we walked 
by, but I made it. It took a while, 
though.” 

Johnny Cash has proven that- 
any man can accomplish anything 
he sets his mind to do. By using 
his great personal strength and 
innate musical ability, Cash has 
risen far and above his dreams. He 
is happiest, and as he says, “‘only 
completely alive,’’ when he is 
performing, sharing with his 
audience the songs he loves.

“It makes me feel uncomfortable 
to realize that whoever did it all is 
still out there somewhere,” she 
said. “‘It’s just been a nightmare. 
This is the most baffling part of 
all,” she continued to explain. ‘I 
can’t think of any reasons why. I 
offered him what money I had with 
me, | offered him all my credit 
cards and my car.”’ 

Ms. Wynette said she suffered a 
broken cheekbone during the 
incident when she was thrown out 
of her car in Giles Cojnty south of 
Nashville. 

Tammy was born near Elvis 
Presley’s birthplace of Tupelo, 
Mississippi on May 5, 1942. Her 
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father was a musician, but his 
death, while Tammy was only a 
couple of months old, caused a 
temporary breakup in the family 
and a personal loss which Tammy 
never quite made up for. She was 
left with her grandparents while, to 
make ends meet, her mother 
sought war defense work at an 
aircraft factory in Birmingham, 
Alabama. 

Tammy enjoyed life on her 
grandpappy’s farm, and the 


’ marvelous feeling of freedom that 


youngsters experience in country 
areas—even when money and the 
mosest luxuries it will buy seem a 
long way off. Though by no means 
thrifty in the monetary sense, her 
dather had, nevertheless, 
accumulated numerous musical 
instruments, including an old 
piano, so that the seeds of Tammy 
Wynette’s musical heritage were 
sown. 

Growing up in the Bible Belt of 
the Deep South, she could hardly 
escape the influence of religious 
music, not that she ever wanted to, 
and within a couple of years afte 
the end of World War II, at the 
tender age of six, to the approval 
of all concerned, Tammy had 
declared her intention to be a 
singer. 

While still at school, her 
ambition achieved modest 
fulfillment with random 
appearances in school concerts 
and local radio broadcasts. But 
suddenly her dreams of becoming 
a singer were forced to take 
second place to that of being a 
young wife, for on her first year 
out of school, Tammy had fallen in 
love and married. 

Three children arrived in brisk 
succession, but by the time her 
third daughter was born—the child 
was subsequently found to be 
suffering from a spinal disease— 
her marriage was in ruins and 
Tammy had followed her mothers 
footsteps to Birmingham in order 
to get work to pay for the 
additional medical treatment her 
daughter so desperately needed. 


She got work as a hairdresser, 
but one source of income wasn’t 
enough in view of the heavy 
demands on it, so, again, she 
turned to singing as potentially a 
second source of income. Nothing 
much happened, although after the 
deprivations of recent years and 
the bad effects on her own morale 


that the continuing struggle to 


- survive were leaving, the 


exhilaration of appearing in front 
of warmly receptive audiences was 
exactly the tonic Tammy needed. 

She had several auditions with 
leading record companies such as 
United Artists before the historic 
encounter with Billy Sherrill, who 
was then emerging into the music 
scene limelight as executive 
producer of Epic Records. It was 
Sherrill who spotted and exploited 
the tenderness factor, and has 
been the creative drive behind all 
her hits, right from the very first 
one, Apartment #9. 


One of their collaborations, 
Stand By Your Man, recorded 
shortly after their partnership was 
formed in 1969, has gone into the 
history books as one of the great 
country classics of all time, and put 
Tammy at the top of the charts as 
well. 


Her enduring relationship with 
hit-maker Sherrill, contrasts snarply 
with the ups-and-downs of her 
highly charged personal life. In 
1°68, her marriage to singer 
George Jones seemed to many to 
be made in heaven which also 
produced a string of top-selling 
duet albums and a fourth daughter 
for Tammy. 


After the divorce, Tammy 
remarried briefly to Mike Tomlin 
but the shutters went up on that 
one almost before the confetti was 
cleared away. Despite her 
aggressive qualities, she is the kind 
of woman who needs a man close 
by and for a while, Jones made no 
secret of the fact that he’s still very 
much in contention. When she was 
unable to complete her tour in 
1976, the agreeable George jetted 
into Britain at a few hours notice 
and picked up the pieces. And 
now they are back in the business 
of making duet albums together 
and Tammy since remarried this 
time to producer George Richey. 


It's been a long, hard road for 
Tammy who possibly prefers only 
to remember the happy memories, 
rather than the sad ones. And from 
every indication this lady has it in 
her to stick it out to the end. She’s 
a one-of-a-kind woman and she’s 
gonna hold on—no matter what.
